One, the British freighter St. 
Quentin was unheard fro m after 
she repo rted early last night 
that her steering apparatus was 
damaged and her radio ro o m 
flo o ded. 
Ano ther British cargo ship, the 
Rushpo o l, did no t specify her 
difficulties and no rescue ship 
was kno wn to be go ing to her. 
The No rasiatic freighter Iv an­ 
ho e, which repo rted a bro ken 
rudder, was the o ther distressed 
ship. All were wallo wing help­ 
lessly within sev eral hundred 
miles o f each o ther, po unded by 
sto rms alo ng the No rth Atlantic 
steamer lanesv 
The St. Quentin was the first 
o f the three ships to flash a dis­ 
tress call. 
Three 
liners — the 
German 
speed 
queen, 
Bremen, 
the 
Gdy nia-American liner Pilsud- 
ski, and the U. S. Liner Wash­ 
ingto n — turned 
fro m 
their 
co urses to reach the St. Quentin. 
When the call came fro m the 
Iv anho e, ho wev er, the Pilsudski, 
clo ser to her, swerv ed fro m its 
first rescue co urse to find her. 
The rescue ships, all racing at 
to p speed because o f the peril to 
the St. Quentin and Iv anho e in 
the heav y seas, repo rted they 
were retarded by the weather. 


The radio o n the 3,5 28 -to n St. 
Quentin went dead after the 
Bremen, Germany bo und fro m 
New Yo rk, intercepted her call at 
8 :34 p. rn. (E. D. T.) last night. 
“ We are no w busy with the St. 
Quentin in distress,” the mes­ 
sage read. “ Wireless statio n no w 
o ut o f actio n. S. S. Pilsudski and 
S. S. Washingto n are also go ing 
to the St. Quentin, latitude 4 9:08 
no rth 37 :25 west. We heard o nly 
that wireless under water and 
calling distress.” 
Six minutes later the Bremen 
added: 
“ St. Quentin steering 
gear damaged. Radio ro o m flo o d­ 
ed. S. S. Pilsudski pro ceeding to 
her at 14 kno ts and the S. S. 
Washingto n at 16 kno ts. We ex ­ 
pect to reach her to mo rro w at 
no o n.” 
That was the last heard until 
the Pilsudski repo rted the Iv an­ 
ho e in distress sev eral hundred 
miles no rtheast o f the St. Quen­ 
tin, who se suppo sed po sitio n was 
abo ut a third o f the way fro m 
England to Newfo undland. 
The Iv anho e, o wned by the 
No rasiatic Steamship Co mpany , 
Ltd., is a 4 ,6 6 8 to n v essel. She 
sailed fro m Hav re, France, March 
31, fo r Vanco uv er, British Co ­ 
lumbia.

Washington — Leaders of or- 
gaized labor are qu ietly making 
plans to lau nch a driv e for wage 
increases in indu stry after the 
tax bill now before congress is 
enacted into law. 
Conv inced that u nder the new 
law imposing a lev y on corpor­ 
ation su rplu s, the tendency will 
be to pay ou t su rplu ses in div i­ 
dends instead of letting them 
accu mu late, 
labor 
spokesmen 
raise the qu estion of why these 
fu nds shou ld not be u sed to in­ 
crease wages. 
“A large proportion of all div i­ 
dend pay ments,” one leader de­ 
clares, “goes into reinv estment, 
for those who receiv e the largest 
div idend pay ments are persons 
who already hav e incomes far 
bey ond their needs. Wages, on 
the other hand, go directly into 
the pu rchase of goods, for those 
! who receiv e them are in too 
great need to sav e.” 
The position of labor is that 
little had been done since 1933 
to increase wage rates despite 
the fact a large part of indu stry 
again is on a profitable basis.

UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES ABROAD 
One of the theme songs of New Deal orators 
is that u nder the present theory of gov ernment 
with its enormou s ou tlay s of money and u n­ 
balanced bu dgets — conditions which the New 
Dealers themselv es rarely mention — the cou ntry 
is being retu rned to great prosperity . 
Withou t going into the qu estion of increased 
wages and the increased cost of liv ing with the 
gain in the bu siness of certain great corporations, 
a gain which has not continu ed on down to the 
little fellow, the fact mu st not be lost sight of 
that in spite of ou r so-called prosperity , reliable 
estimates are to the effect that there are now 
more than 12,000,000 u nemploy ed in the United 
States with 20 million people still dependent on 
relief. That is the reason for increased appro­ 
priations for relief and the mou nting of the na­ 
tional debt with no balancing of the Federal 
bu dget in sight. 
Aside from this, howev er, in measu ring the 
ex tent of ou r new prosperity for which the New 
Dealers claim credit, it may be well to compare 
American conditions with those now apparent in 
Eu rope where the progress has befen made with­ 
ou t resorting to regimentation and lav ish ex ­ 
penditu re of money to “prime the pu mp.” 
Ou r redu ction of u nemploy ment, despite the 
ex penditu re of ten billion dollars in gov ernment 
relief and ex perimentation is bu t 19 per cent, 
while in Great Britain, where the order of the 
day has been rigid economy and balanced 
bu dgets, u nemploy ment in the same three y ears’ 
period has decreased 24 per cent. In Belgiu m 
the decrease has been 27 per cent, in Sweden 36 
per cent, and in Canada 42 per cent. Critics of 
the New Deal are pointing also to the recent 
qu arterly report of the International Labor Office 
of the Leagu e of Nations at Genev a which shows 
that the total nu mber of the u nemploy ed in the 
United States is 3,000,000 more than the nu mber 
of u nemploy ed for all Eu rope, althou gh Eu rope 
has fou r times the popu lation of the United 
States.

EDUCATIONAL PROBLEMS 
A noted bu siness man in an address once de­ 
liv ered before a national grou p, disparaged the 
teaching of v ocational edu cation in the pu blic 
schools, declaring that the bu siness world needs 
edu cated persons more than it needs v ocational 
trained workers. 
Here is something to ponder well — especially 
a thou ght for the school ex ecu tiv es. At the risk 
of being u npopu lar, they shou ld not hesitate to 
take a stand against the agitation for v ocational 
edu cation, which wou ld sacrifice the regu lar high 
school cou rse. 
The fav orite theme of those who adv ocate v o­ 
cational training is that boy s and girls will nev er 
make u se of Latin, and other langu ages, history , 
mathematics and the sciences. 
Bu t they fail to u nderstand that in a high 
school cou rse there is something besides that 
which y ou store away in y ou r head. They do not 
appreciate that the mastery of the difficu lt prob­ 
lems that arise in a regu lar high school cou rse 
is an inv alu able part of character bu ilding that 
ev ery boy and girl shou ld hav e. 
The high school is not for the pu rpose of train­ 
ing y ou ng people for an av ocation in life. It is 
only preparatory . It is the grou nd work u pon 
which they shou ld bu ild their technical edu ca­ 
tion. 
Vocational edu cation is not the panacea that it 
once was thou ght to be and edu cators are be­ 
ginning to realize that fact. 
Many bu siness men, su ch as the speaker men­ 
tioned abov e, are also inclining to the v iew that 
it has been ov erdone.

Labor spokesmen point to the 
following statistics: 
The 7 % cent wage increase in 
the six months from Ju ne to 
December, 1933, was followed by 
an increase of 4 l/2 cents du ring 
the remaining y ear and a half 
u nder NRA. The av erage hou rly 
wage rates, therefore, at the end 
of NRA in Ju ne, 1935, were at 
57 cents compared to 52 V2 cents 
in December, 1933. 
After NRA, wage rates declin­ 
ed to 56 cents in December, 1935. 
They rose to 56% cents in Jan­ 
u ary , 1936. 
To indu stry ’s argu ment that 
the way to increase the workers’ 
bu y ing power is by reemploy ­ 
ment, labor agrees that it has 
been so increased in the last 
three 
y ears. 
Howev er, 
labor 
leaders say reemploy ment nev er 
will fit workers’ bu y ing power in 
proportion to the steady rise in 
their produ cing power, and that 
withou t this balance prosperity 
cannot liv e, nor can pov erty be 
permanently lessened. 
“From 1934 to 1935,” they say , 
“workers’ produ cing power per 
hou r of work increased 5 per 
cent, bu t the “real” wage per 
hou r of work decreased 2 per 
cent.”
